which had secured him bail in his trial in 
Brooklyn. According to Sanborn’s statements, 

his share of the money he has received is less 

than $50,000. He declines to state how he spent 
the sums he had to give for information. 
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The Senate has passed the Currency bill add- 
ing $44,000,000 to the greenback currency and 
authorizing the further issue of $46,000,000 to 
National Banks.

Senator 
‘Conkling foretold that distress and disaster 
would follow, and warned bis colleagues 
that the Republican party was pledged 
to an opposite policy. Senators Stewart, 

y. Carpenter, and Flanagan joined in 
similar protests. Senator Thurman said this 
bill portended the disappearance of the money 
of the Oonstitution for the next generation. 
Senator Sargent predicted the destruction of the 
party and the leaders that attempted to flood the 
country with irredeemable paper. Senator 
Schurz said he felt humiliated as an American 
citizen, and his fellow-countrymen will share his 
chagrin.

RAILWAY TROUBLE IN WISCONSIN. 

The first real collision between the people on 
the one side and the railroads on the other 
promises to take place in Wisconsin soon after 
the lst of May, when the railroad laws passed 
by the State Legislature take effect. These laws 
establish specific rates on each class of merchan- 
dise on each class of railroads. The rates of 
transportation by the car-load are arranged by 
stretches of 25 miles,—that is, there is one rate 
for healing a car-load 25 miles, another rate for 
the next 25 miles, and so on, a different rate for 
each 25 miles up to 200 miles. The faw provides 
for the summary punishment of any railroad } 
agent or officer refusing to sell tickets or to re- 
ceive and deliver freight at the rates prescribed 
by the act. | 

We understand that the Chicago & North- 
western and the Milwaukee 4 St. Paul Compa- 
nies have been taking legal advice in New York, 
and that, after a full conference of the Direc- 
tors, a determination has been reached. This 
is to the effect that it requires 70 per cent of the 
receipts of those roads to operate them in Wis- 
consin ; that the recent legislation will have the 
effect of reducing the receipts 30 per cent, —that 
is, to the cost of operating the roads; that if 
the value of the property is to be destroyed, it 
might as well be destroyed by defying the law 
as by obeying it; and, therefore, that the of- 
ficers of the ra shall be directed to disregard 
the law. This will produce a conflict at once. 
If a ticket-agent, refusing to accept the fare 
fixed by law, is arrested and punished, they pro- 
pose to close the ticket-office ; and if a freight- 
agent is punished, to close the freight-office. 
The trains will run by the offending stations 
without stopping. | 

This conflict between the railways and the | 
publio is inevitable, and perhaps it may as well 
begin in Wisconsin as in any other State. It 
will eventually bring order out of the chaotic 
disorder and uneertainty which now prevail. It 
will necessitate a settlement,—not a compro- | 
mise, but s permanent settlement of the relative | 
rights of the public on the hand and of transporta- .' 
tion companies on the other. Primarily the rail- 
road companies assert that, in addition to the 
payment of. their operating expenses, they are 
entitled to a profit equal to the interest on their 
debts and a fair dividend on their capital. This 
seems entirely reasonable, but it necessitates an 
examination into facts. What are legitimate 
operating expenses ? The presumption is that 
the operating expenses are managed with care, 


asked, Are not the expenditures of railway com- 
panies wasteful and extravagant, and might they | 
not be reduced largely? In the next place, 
what does the capital stock represent? Does it 
represent money actually invested in the roads, 
and expended in construction exclusively, or 
does it represent stock dividends or distribution 
of money never earned What do the out- 
outstanding bonds represent?

When the 
railroads demand fair profits, they must be pre- 
pared to make fair exhibits of the capital ac- 
tually invested ; they must be prepared to show, 
also, that their actual earnings are fairly and hon- 


estly stated, and that their account of operating 


expenses does not include waste and extrava- 
gence, and is not so doctored as to defraud the 
public. 

The conflict will have another good effect. It 
will disabuse the managers and stockholders of 
railway companies of the idea that they are irre- 
sponsible corporations. They are private cor 
porations in one sense, but they are also public 
corporations in the sense of owing obligations to 
the public in exchange for the special privileges 
they hold. The history of such corporations is 
not generally in their favor, so far as affording 
any evidence of consideration for the rights or 
interests of the people. Generally they have 


been exacting and remorseless. The time has 


come when they should be made to feel that there 
is some check and restraint upon them. The 
Eegislatures of Wisconsin and other States, in 
attempting to apply this check, may have drawn 
it too tightly, or may not have used the proper 
means. But the unrestrained power of the 
railroads and their unlicensed assumptions have 


deen overturned, and forever. Exactiy where 


the line of prerogative is to be drawn is to be 
established by just such a conflict as is now im- 
pending in Wisconsin, and whith threatens to 
stop every train on every road in the State. 
There is to be a settle ment of this whole sub- 
ject, and, while railroads must be left free enough 
to be profitable to their owners, it must be an 
honest profit upon the capital actually invested, 
ed, as shown by accounts honestly’ kept by re- 
sponsible persons. * xii 
4 CITY BUILDINGS. 

The proposition that the City Government 
shall rent the Honore Block, corner of Adams 
and Dearborn streets, for public offices, has 
elicited offers of other buildings for the use of 
the city. The owners of these buildings, of

Before the Common Council take any steps in 
the way of renting buildings for public use, we

owner of the old Custom-House site and of the 
standing walls. This property is worth over 
$200,000. At an expenditure of $75,000 it can

also all the courts. It would be a utilization of 
public property now idle and unproductive, The 
whole cost of nestoring and refitting the build- 
ing would probably not exceed one year’s réntal 
of any premises that wouid be sufficient for the 

As the city must provide new and comfortable 
quarters for the courty and city offices until the | 
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tent management of State affairs. But for the 
unreasonabie and useless manner in which the 
elections are spread over the month of April in 
the incorporated villages of this State, like Hyde 
Park, for instance, they would be made still more 
decisive than they can be now.

Johnson addressed a card to the Chicago house 
in his best handwriting, and with @ feel- 
ing of exultation triumphgntly and in 3 
bold hand wrote these words: “Our Post- 
mastaster ses your Postmaster is an 
ass.” The Chicago Postmaster forwarded 
the ‘obnoxious postal-card to Washing 
ton. Mr. Creswell put on his spectacles and 
read the St. Joseph Postmaster’s pithy opinion 
of the Chicago Postmaster, The result of the 
reading was a postal-card from Mr. Creswell to
